A urine collection device (1) for attachment to a pump and for a user in a 
supine , or reclined position, said device including: 

an open-mouthed container (2) having a rim (3) around the mouth for being urged 
in use to seat generally around the periphery of the urine discharge region to 
receive urine discharged from the urethra, the container being adapted to fit 
between the legs of a user in a supine or reclined position, the container 
having at its lower part a reservoir basin (10) in which fluid may collect in 
use when the ' container is applied to a user in a supine or reclined position/ 
and an outlet (9) in the lower part of the reservoir basin through which urine 
may be drawn from the container. 
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
